The council will receive bids on 
500 feet of now fire host at a special 
meeting August 2(1, and at thism eet­ 
ing three other contracts will 
be 
awarded. 
The city will receive bids on a ear 
load of poles for use in the repair 
work of the water and light plant. 
The big event on August 20 will he 
tile awarding of the contract for the 
installation of a 
new 
boiler 
and 
stokers at the water and light plant. 
The plans and

bids were ordered 
received

The 
new 
boiler will cost several thousand dol­ 
lars, but is needed to prevent a ser­ 
ious tie-up in ease of a break .

Clarksburg Man Who Has Been Un­ 
der Scrutiny of Local Authorities 
Pleads at Greensburg 


Count For Month Reveals 88.531 
Pieces 
Handled 
Though This is 
Dull Period— James Moore Holds 
Record for Number cf Pieces and 
Wilbur Mahin for Weight. 


A remarkable business was enjoy* 
ed by tile ten rural routes operating 
out of Rushville during tho month of 
July, according to a count of 
mail 
matter kept for the month. 
July, 
August and September are the 
dull 
months of the year, but the records 
made last month show a decided in­ 
crease over normal. 
The ten routes 
bandied 
88,531 
pieces * of mail matter, with 
route 
three holding the record with 10,797 
pieces. 
This 
route 
is carried by 
James Moore, and two other routes 
were in the IT),OOO class, with route 
7, carried by Wilbur Mahin, handling 
10,656 pieces, and route four, 
by 
Joel Harrold, with 10,296 pieces. 


The mail matter handled on the 
ten routes also had a total 
weight 
of 13,032 pounds, or 6£ tons. 
Wil 
bur Mahin on route 7, which is the 
smallest route and which ranked sec 
ond in the number of pieces, was first 
in the weight list, with a total of 
1,647 pounds. 
Route 6, carried by 
Russell Dearinger, was second with 
1,628 pounds and. James Moore 
on 
route 3 was third with 1,606 pounds. 
The total number of pieces handl­ 
ed on the ten routes was divided as 
follows: route I, 8,780; route 2, 7,- 
419; route 3, 10,707; route 4, 10,296; 
route 5, 8,614; route 6, 8,5(58; route 
7, 10,656; route 8, 6,631; route 
9: 
7,927; route IO, 8,933. 
The total number of pounds hand­

SPURGIN RECOGNIZED 


FLEEING TG MEXICO 


(B y United P ress) 
Washington, Aug. 2.— An estimate 
of the Secretary of Treasury Mel­ 
lon that tin* government would spend 
$4,690,900,000 during the present fis­ 
cal 
year must he reduced $1,100,- 
990,900, republican members of Hie 
uouse 
ways and means ' committee 
decided today. The cut to a total of 
$3,599,999,990 is absolutely impera­ 
tive to prevent increasing the present 
federal taxes, it was decided. 
Republican leaders agreed to 
kill 
tile proposal for a tax of $19 on au­ 
tomobiles, a two cent tax on checks 
and three cents postage. 
The com­ 
mittee is said to have reached 
an 
agreement 
with Rep. Madden, Illi­ 
nois, chairman of the appropriations 
committee, that drastic cuts must he 
made in the expenditures of the ship­ 
ping board 
and 
other government 
agencies. 
It was also agreed that

Tf the committee can c a r r y oaf its 
determination to cut expenditures to 
$3,500,000,000, the revenue bill pro­

BANK NOT TO REORGANIZE 


Chicago Aug. 3—Warren G. Spur- 
gin,* fugitive president of the Mich - 
Ogan Avenue Tnist 
company, 
was 
under surveillance in Mexico today, 
according to word reaching author­ 
ities here. 
Spurgin was recognized when he 
left the train at Marfa, Texas. He 
crossed the line into 
Mexico 
July 
19, according to these reports, 
ob­ 
taining a passport under the name 
of ‘‘Scott”. Officials were notified by 
a taxi driver who said he recognized 
Spurgin from pictures. They trailed 
the absconding hanker toward Chi­ 
huahua City. 
The report of the bank examiner, 
made public today, showed Spurgin 
obtained $1,595,495. Plans for 
re­ 
organizing the bank so that deposi­ 
tors would «receive 
one 
hundred 
cents on tho dollar for money in the 
wrecked institution were understood 
to have been abandoned. Other offi­ 
cers did not feel they could 
make 
un the large loss.

Governor Len Small Temporarily 
Abandons Good Roads Trip on 
Account of Bad Roads 


DINNER GIVEN IN HIS HONOR 


(B y U nited P ress) 
Danville,

3—Illinois 
“capitol on wheels” got stuck in the 
mud here today. 
Governor Leu Small 
temporarily 
abandoned his good roads tour be­ 
cause of bad roads, mud forcing the 
executive and his party to turn back

Champaign 
county. 
The 
governor 
then proceeded 
by 
automobile 
to 
his home at Kankakee. 
Small did not indicate 
when 
he 
will return to Springfield to face a r­ 
rest on the charges 
of 
embezzling 
large sums of public money. The be­ 
lief was 'he will remain at Kankakee 
until the roads dry up and will then 
resume his inspection trip, keeping 
away from Sangamon county indefi­ 
nitely. 
The indicted executive was warm­ 
ly applauded at a dinner in his ho* 
or here last night, when 
he 
chal­ 
lenged Sangamon county authorities 
to permit his 
arrest 
in 
another 
county where lie “could get a square 
deal”.’ 


(B y U nited P ress) 
Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 3.—Per­ 
mission was denied the Farmers Fin­ 
ance Corporation today to sell $750,- 
909 of its preferred stock in Indiana. 
Secretary of State Ed Jackson an­ 
nounced that the securities commis­ 
sion of which he is a member 
held 
that the corporation does not con­ 
firm with the Indiana laws. 
“We find nothing fraudulent about 
the venture,” Jackson said, “hut the 
Indiana law prohibits our authoriz­ 
ing the stock sale. The Indiana law 
requires that every recognized con­ 
cern selling stock in the state 
have 
no more than twice as much prefer­ 
red stock as common. 
There 
also 
were other objections we could 
not 
waive under the law.” 
It was understood the commission 
will abide by its former ruling that 
the stock may not be sold in Ind­ 
iana. Secretary of State Ed Jack­ 
son indicated this will be the action 
of the commission when lie said: 
“It is my candid opinion that as 
Hie matter now stands the commis­ 
sion cannot approve Hie proposal.” 
One of the principal objections to 
the sale of the stock of this $100,- 
999,999 corporation was that the vot­ 
ing power will be vested entirely in 
the 
United 
States Grain Growers, 
Inc., which will hold the only com­ 
mon stock issued, which is twenty- 
one shares. Under the state law, also, 
recognized Indiana corporations are 
not permitted to have 
more 
than 
twice as much preferred as common 
stock. Secretary Jackson said cor­ 
porations formed outside the 
state 
came under this provision.

FLAMES SWEEPING 
SIBERIAN DISTRICTS 


Reports Reaching Berlin Are First 
Indication Famine Had Spread 
To This Country 


SENATOR FRANCE IS QUOTED 


By CARL D. GROAT 
(U. P. Staff Correspondent) 
Berlin, Aug. 3—Flames are sweep­ 
ing famine and plague ridden dis­ 
tricts in Siberia, according to re-' 
ports received here today. 
These reports were the first indic­ 
ation that the famine had spread to 
Siberia. 
Fires broke out in the sun 
dried fields and swept oyer t h o u s ­ 
ands of acres, huge clouds of smoke 
obscuring the heavens and adding 
to 
the despair of the hungry re­ 
fugees. 
A dispatch received 
today from 
Riga quoted Senator Joseph I. France 
of Maryland who has just emerged 
from Moscow, as saying that famine 
conditions in Russia were unparall­ 
eled: but that the power of the soviet 
government was not killed. 
He was 
surprised at the ability of soviet of­ 
ficials to maintain their organization. 
Twenty million persons are threat­ 
ened with death by famine while the 
British and 
American 
governments 
are vaguely offering assistance under 
insiduons terms which are meant to 
he the death blow of sovietism, ac­ 
cording to a Moscow wireless picked 
up hero. It appealed to the workers 
of the world to assist starving Rus­ 
sia. This manifested issued by the 
“third internationals.” was signed by 
Radicals of 21 different nationalities. 
It urged workers to prevent their go- 
ernments from taking advantage 
of 
Russia’s distress to overthrow 
the 
soviets.
